Hon. Dunn Visits -; 


Canyon Damsite 


. .Southern. California, with its or-, 
ange growing,districts and.the'great 
Imperial vallpy, constitutes an em- 
pire in itself, was the statement 
ma,de to the.Argus editor on Thurs- 
day of last week by .the Hon. W. F. 
Dunn, minister of .agriculture for 
New South Wales, Australia, who 
was concluding a ten-days' stay -in: 
southern California, en route to his 
home in Sydney, following a si£- 
months' tour of Europe. 


The minister evinced particular in- 


terest in southern California irriga- 
tion methods, making an intensive 
study of this situation on behalf of 
his government. "Irrigation," he 
said, ''(is the chief problem in New 
South Wales agriculture. In that 
province there is at the present time 
300,000 acres under - irrigation, and 
it is expected that this acreage will 
be substantially increased in the 
near future." 


Captain. Dunn was directed to Co- 


vina, as this-district, he had been 
informed, was the outstanding ex- 
ample of the successful application 
of water to the soil in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. While here ho inspected the 
various methods used in the applica- 
tion of water, visiting the orchards 
and watching the amount of water 
run- on light and heavy soil. He 
spoke highly of the cultural'^appear- 
ance of the groves and expressed the 
opinion that this district was the 
most .intensely--^cultivated of any 
section 'of"' the •world. 


With-the writer he visited the San 


Gabriel canyon damsite and declar- 
ed it ideal as a potential source of 
water supply for the San Gabriel 
valley. "In New South Wales we 
have built the largest dam in the 
world, the Barren Juck dam, in the 
northeastern portion of the colony, 
but- when yon complete your San 
Gabriel project we shall have to take 
out hat off to southern California," 
said Captain Dunn. "The situation 
here is comparable with ours. We 
are subject to-heavy floods, and I be- 
lieve the completion of. the San. Qra\

This is in 
the Wind river mountains and at the 
opening of the Yellowstone park, 
and it is here that the Shoshones and 
Arapahoes from the Wind river res 
crvation observe their annual sun 
dances. Miss Hornecker extended her 
vacation that she might be present 
during these religious 
festivities 


and has taken some interesting snap- 
shots. 


The ceremonies of the two tribes 


were entirely distinct, the three 
days' dance, on July 29th, 30th and 
31st being preceded by a day of fast 
and followed by a feast. The en- 
trants are voluntary and for the 
purpose of seeking some special 
blessing or as a memorial to depart- 
ed relatives. 
The rites have been 


modernized and are a mixture be- 
tween heathenism and Christianity, 
everything being symbolic, even to 
the paintings on the bodies of the 
dancers. Into the old traditions of 
the tribes has been woven, the story 
of the Israelites in the wilderness, 
each of the four days of fasting and 
dance representing ten years of the 
wanderings. The poles for the en- 
closures are brought in from four 
directions, representing the four 
winds. The central pole symbolizes 
God, 
and there were twelve smaller 


ones for .the disciples. Several of the 
Arapahoe dancers were at Hollywood 
for 
the prologue in the "Iron 


Horse."

Washakie, that Sachajawea lies bur-
